CHARGING IT AGAINST THE FUTURE 
The gravity of the tax problem is well illus­ 
trated by figures published in a recent editorial 
in the M anufacturer’s Record w hich show th a t 
during the current year, the federal governm ent’s 
expenditures will be in excess of $10,000,000,000. 
This is in addition to th e spending of state and 
local governm ents, w hich will be above $9,000,- 
000,000, bringing the to tal governm ent expense 
to alm ost $20,000,000,000. 


D uring the fiscal year ending June 30, 1935, th e 
federal governm ent received a little less th a n 
$1,100,000,000 from corporation and individual in ­ 
come taxes, $526,222,000 from AAA processing 
and floor taxes, and m iscellaneous in tern al rev­ 
enue of $1,674,000,000. The grand to tal was thus 
slightly under $3,300,000,000. 
If collections during the cu rren t year are the 
sam e — and there is no reason for believing th a t 
they will vary greatly eith er way — th e federal 
governm ent will spend close to $7,000,000,000 
m ore th a n it receives, in spite of the fact th a t 
cu rren t taxes are generally believed to be ex­ 
cessively and dangerously high. T h at $7,000,000,- 
000 m ust be added to our huge and growing pub­ 
lic debt. In brief, of every three dollars the fed­ 
eral governm ent is spending today, it actually has 
in hand but one dollar — and charges th e other 
two dollars against th e future. 
Every one of those debt dollars bears in terest 
and over a long period of tim e, even a t low fed­ 
eral interest rates, in terest costs often rival th e 
principal in size. Those costs can be m et only by 
higher taxes — and, w hen bonds come due, in ­ 
finitely higher taxes still are in prospect. 
The outlook is wholly black — unless th e fed­ 
eral governm ent, and all other units of govern­ 
m ent, m ake a drastic change in policy. Outgo 
m ust be cut to the bone, the budget m ust be 
balanced, and every nickel possible m ust be a p ­ 
plied to reducing the debt load, and eventually 
reducing th e tax load. 


W ashington — Senator Borah 
is back in tow n and again the 
“lone lion of Id ah o ” tim ed his 
entry into W ashington w ith the 
sam e canniness he has displayed 
for years.
